Car plows into girls, killing one; Ontarian held. 


A 25-year-old Ontario man was be­ 
ing held on mansalughter charges to­ 
day after his car allegedly ran down 
two young girls playing in a drive­ 
way in Ontario, fatally injuring one 
of them. 
Robert Aguirre. 25. of 206 W . I St . 
Ontario, was arrested by Ontario 
police about 3 p m., two miles from 
the scene of the accident where Julia 
Gonzalez, 2. of 1328 E. Holt Blvd 
died of massive injuries A second 
girl, Olympia Alvakos-Murillo. 7. of 


the same address was also injured in 
the mishap. 
Police said that Aguirre, held in 
West End jail, will be formally 
charged today. His bail, originally 
posted at $5,000 was increased to 
$20,000 Wednesday night after police, 
in searching the suspect, found a 
quantity of seconal drugs hidden in a 
sock 
Police reported that the two little 
girls were playing in the driveway of 
their home about 2 43 p m. when a 


car turned a corner at Grove Avenue 
east onto Holt Boulevard at a high 
rate of speed The car slid out of con­ 
trol on loose gravel and went off the 
roadway. 
Police said at the time of the inci­ 
dent construction crews had blocked 
off one of the two eastbound lanes be­ 
cause of a paving project. 


After leaving the roadway the car 
fishtailed, barely missing one car 
and crashed into the side of a parked 


car off the road. The car continued 
eastbound. smashing into a child’s 
“jungle gym" set and continued on. 
hitting a large used appliance store 
sign The car, after hitting the sign, 
ran up onto the driveway where the 
two girls were playing, police said. 
The car struck the Gonzalez girl, 
dragging her underneath, and 
knocked the other girl to the ground. 


Another motorist. Phillip Pan- 
none. using his citizens band radio. 


called for police when he saw the 
girls were injured. Pannone told of­ 
ficers that the car then sped ofi and 
re-entered Holt Boulevard 
When 
police arrived moments later, the 
car was seen turning on State Street 
about two miles from the accident 
scene Police stopped the car at 1500 
E 
State Street and ordered the 
driver and a passenger outside. 
I-ater police talked to another 
witness who said he saw a man get 
out of a smoking black car about a 


mile from the accident, and pull at 
the fender 
The passenger in Aguirre's car 
was released by police a fte r 
questioning, but Aguirre was held 


The two girls were rushed to On­ 
tario Community Hospital after the 
accident The little Gonzalez girl was 
pronounced dead on arrival. The 
Alvakos-Murillo girl was treated for 
bruises and contusions and later 
released

A special areawide task force that 
will combat the soaring rate of 
burglaries is about to be organized 
by 12 communities in the eastern 
part of lx)s Angeles County - except 
tor Pomona 
The task force, a roving group of 
b u rg lary sp e c ia lists, is to be 
financed'for the first year at least 
mostly with state funds, local police 
officials announced. 
The California Commission on 
Criminal Justice is earm arking 
$509,000 
Participating cities will 


match that amount with $28 285 of 
their own 
Each of the communities will as­ 
sign an officer to the task force full 
time The grant will compensate the 
titie s lor the services of the 
policemen 
The program is being presented to 
citv councils throughout the Pomona 
and San Gabriel valleys It will take 
effect Feb 1. 
Every community on the Los 
Angeles County side of the valley, ex­ 
cept Pomona, is involved in the for­ 
mation of the special force. In 
Pomona. Police Chief F P. Wallick 


said his budget was too tight and he 
co u ld n 't 
affo rd the $3,000 in 
m a tc h in g funds re q u ire d for 
1 ’otnona 


Those cities which are p a r­ 
ticipating include Azusa. Baldwin 
Park. Claremont. Covina. Glendora. 
Irwindale, La Verne. West Covina. 
Industry, La Puente, Walnut, and 
San Dimas. They are augmented by 
the sheriff’s office at Industry and 
San Dimas 


Police Chief Jack B aker, in 
presenting the proposal to the La 
Verne City Council this week, said 


the number of burglaries has in­ 
creased in the area by more than 300 
per cent over last year. 
He said more than 26 burglaries 
per square mile were committed in 
the valley last year. 
“This is a tremendous increase, 
he said. “ We are trying to do 
something to tighten our control over 
the whole area." 
The task force will work out of 
Covina It will study the burglars’ 
methods of operation, and will work 
as needed in areas which are ex­ 
periencing rashes of burglaries. 


One of the biggest current 
problems, that of jurisdiction, will 
be eliminated. Baker said, since the 
members of the task force will come 
from local police departments This 
means that task fore#members will 
be able to pursue «aspects beyond 
their own city limits. 
“We think such a program can be 
very effective.’ Baker said 


According to the police chief, a 
total of 10.900 burglaries were com­ 
mitted last year in the 414-square- 
mile area which the task force will 
cover, 


Indonesian 
rebels shoot 
captive, open 
new front 
AMSTERDAM. The Netherlands 
(API — Indonesian rebels opened a 
second front in Holland today, seiz­ 
ing the Indonesian consulate and at 
least 50 hostages in Amsterdam, offi­ 
cials said. Other Indonesian gunmen 
holding a hijacked train in northern 
Holland since Tuesday shot another 
hostage. 
The rebels, who seek inde­ 
pendence for their native South 
Molucca islands from Indonesia, 
raised the red. white and green flag 
of their “Republic of the Moluccas" 
over the consulate. 
About 40.000 South Moiuccans. 
descendants of East Indian and Af­ 
rican slaves brought to the islands 
to work on Dutch plantations, fled to 
Holland after Indonesia received 
independence in 1949. Extremists 
among the exiles have increasingly 
turned to terrorist action to bring at­ 
tention to their demands for in­ 
dependence. 
In the Hague, Premier Joop den 
Uyi said the seizure of the consulate 
and the train hijack in Beiien 90 
miles to the» north were connected 
He said prospects for a quick solu­ 
tion were “very sombre.’ 
In northern Holland, authorities 
said the five gunmen bolding 
hostages in a stranded train pushed a 
man to the door and shot him He fell 
to the tracks and was believed dead 
The hijackers killed the engineer 
and another man when they seized 
the tra in T uesday and have 
threatened to shoot their 37 remain­ 
ing hostages one by one unless they 
are given a flight out of the country. 
The shooting on the tram occured 
just after a mediator, a South Moluc- 
can resident of the Netherlands 
selected by the gunmen, left the 
train 
Authorities also released a state­ 
ment apparently typed aboard the 
train by the gunmen and handed to 
the mediator Written in Dutch, it 
said 
“ We are doing this because the 
ptuple in the train and the Dutch peo 
pie did not approach the Dutch 
government 25 years ago when great 
injustice was done to our people 
Queen Juliana said on Nov. 25. 1975: 
Each people has the right to in­ 
dependence ’ People of Holland we 
are not murderers, but we are 
prepared to fight for our country and 
kill again tor the future of our 
country and independence and also 
be killed."

LOS ANGELES (AP)-Estrogen 
treatment for postmenopausal symp­ 
toms exposes women to a cancer risk 
that is as much as 14 times greater 
than women not taking the hormone 
treatment, a study conducted at the 
Kaiser Permanente Medical Center 
here indicates. 
Details of the study, conducted 
jointly bv Drs. Harry K. Ziel and 
William D 
Finkle. were to be 
published today in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 
Ziel and Finkle estimated about 
half of all cases of cancer of the lin­ 
ing of the wall of the uterus can be 
linked to estrogen use. They said 
about 27.000 cases of such en­ 
dometrial cancer occur each year in 
the United States, with 3.300 deaths 
Despite the Ziel-Finkle findings, 
most doctors queried in the Los 
Angeles area said they would con­ 
tinue to prescribe estrogen treat­ 
ment because the possibility of 
developing endometrial cancer was 
less than the lung cancer risk run by 
heavy smokers 
Besides, some of the doctors ad­ 
ded. many of the women taking es­ 
trogen have undergone hysterec­ 
tomies and so they are in no danger 
of developing uterine cancer 
“Properly used, this drug is ex­ 
tremely valuable (and) the problems 
arise from excessive use. 
said Dr 
Jack Hallatt. a veteran Kaiser staff 
member 


He warned, however, that “the no­ 
tion that estrogens will keep women 
feminine forever must be dis­ 
couraged It's not the magic fountain 
of youth that everybody subcon­ 
sciously wants.

Railroad 
shutdown 
averted 


WASHINGTON <AP) - Ne­ 
gotiators reached a tentative settle­ 
m ent today averting a strike 
threatened by 70.000 members of 
shopcraft unions that would have 
closed down virtually all of the 
nation's railroads. 
The agreement came after the un­ 
ions postponed a scheduled 6 a.m. 
walkout which would have stranded 
thousands of commuters and long­ 
distance travelers and halted rail 
freight deliveries 
The postponement followed ten­ 
tative agreement on two key issues 
Negotiators continued talks on 
several others, ultimately reching a 
tentative settlement at late morning 
A formal announcement was ex­ 
pected before noon 
Chief federal mediator W. J. Usery 
said he was hopeful for a quick set­ 
tlement and told reporters just after 
the strike deadline. “It looks as if we 
carme long way tonight. ” 
As he shuttled between suites 
where negotiations were taking 
place, Usery said he had been as­ 
sured “by the unions, they will con­ 
tinue to bargain ” 
'T’ollowing an all-night bargaining 
session, a union spokesman said 
Simply, “ no strike has been 
authorized and negotiations are con­ 
tinuing." 
One bargainer for the rail com­ 
panies said. “We're going to take a 
r-couple of hours off and get some 
' sleep.”

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Wholesale prices hold 
Inflation easing? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sea­ 
sonally adjusted wholesale prices 
showed no change in November, the 
government reported today, signall­ 
ing an easing in inflationary pres­ 
sures. 
The Labor Department reported 
that prices actually fell by four- 
ten th s of a per cent during 
November, but that after adjustment 
for seasonal variations the wholesale 
price index was flat. 
The easing in inflationary pressure 
follows the biggest increase in 
wholesale prices of the year in Oc­ 
tober. when the index jumped 18 per 
cent after seasonal adjustment. 
The November report marked the 
smallest variation in wholesale 
prices since they declined by one- 
tenth of a per cent in June. 
The stable performance means the 
index is now 3.7 per cent ahead of 
where it was a year ago. This is the 
smallest 12-month climb since the 
year ending in April 1972 and is a 


sharp contrast to the 23 5 per cent by 
which wholesale prices had in­ 
creased in the previous 12 months 
ending last November 
The Labor Department attributed 
November s price performance to 
lower food prices and a moderation 
of prices for industrial commodities, 
which had surged in October. 
October's increase was the biggest 
since the same month a year ago and 
marked the fourth consecutive 
monthly increase this year 
It was powered largely by higher 
prices for automobiles, steel mill 
products and lumber and wood 
products — all of which remained 
stable or declined less than one-tenth 
of a per cent in November. 
At the same time, prices for farm 
products dropped 1.2 per cent in 
November, their first decrease in 
three months and the largest since a 
1.4 per cent dive in June. 
The Labor Departm ent com ­ 
modities pacing the decrease were 


fresh and dried vegetables, oil seeds, 
hogs and grain Prices for animal 
feeds, poultry and fish also declined. 
Over-all. however, prices for in­ 
dustrial commodities continued to 
push up. although the six-tenths of a 
per cent increase was half the 1.2 per 
cent jump in October 
Labor said the biggest factors in 
the industrial commodities perfor­ 
mance were higher prices for textile 
products and apparel and hides, 
leather and related products. 
The rate of increase in the in­ 
dustrial sector is considered by 
many economists to represent the 
economy's basic rate of inflation 
because the farm prices fluctuate 
more. 
The overall increase for industrial 
commodities in November, although 
smaller than any in the last three 
months, is still iarger than for any 
month in the 6-month period ending 
last July, when inflation began stag­ 
ing a resurgence.

Doctors' wives use sleep-in 
tactics to protest high rates 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - About 25 
doctors’ wives, staking out spots for 
sleeping bags in the governor's 
reception room, have vowed not to 
budge until they see Gov. Edmund 
Brown Jr. 
They had a lively, 20-minute con­ 
frontation with Lt. Gov. Mervyn 
Dymally just before midnight, when 
Dymally walked in and chidded their 
cause 
and their riches — but later 
changed his tone to sympathy and 
support. 
The women, from the San Fer­ 
nando Valley and West Los Angeles, 
want Brown to call a special session 
of the legislature to deal with what 
they call an immediate crisis in mal­ 
practice premiums. 
They also argued with Donald 
Burns, Brown s business and tran­ 
sportation secretary, and Mario Ob- 
ledo. Brown's health and welfare 
secretary. 
But Brown, who sent out for a 
chicken dinner, was tied up in budget 
discussions with University of 


California officials, a marathon 
meeting which made his immediate 
presence unlikely, said Bill Stall, his 
press secretary. 
Roberta Wemtraub. speaking for 
the Women for Malpractice Reform 
group, said an immediate special 
session is needed to head off a plan­ 
ned 485 per cent increase in 
premiums Jan 1 by Travelers In­ 
surance in Southern California. 
Dymally. seeing their iancy sleep­ 
ing bags, opened up: 
“ It s not real. It s too fancy 
You re rich I've been to a lot of 
picketing in my life — ” 
He said if they seek legislation 
against high malpractice insurance 
premiums, they should also seek 
legislation to cut the high cost of auto 
insurance in Watts. 
They argued back and forth, and 
Dymally changed his tone. 
“ It's a serious philosophical 
problem when you start legislating 
premiums ' because it would be in­ 
tervening in private industry 


“You re causing a disaster by not 
doing anything," Mrs. Weintraub 
declared 
Dymally said he didn't realize the 
percentage increases in insurance 
were so high, and he pledged to sup­ 
port a special session call after the 
legislature returns Jan 5 
About 50 women came to the 
capital in a bus. but about half of 
them — including some pregnant 
women — were unable to spend the 
night. Mrs Weintraub said 
A wide-ranging bill approved in 
special session in September lakes 
effect Dec 12. but Mrs Weintraub 
said it “doesn t do anything about 
premiums.” 


She said her husband, a colon and 
rectal surgeon, now pays I4,t>00 for 
insurance and will quit his practice 
Dec. 15 because he faces “ a 
premium of almost $28.000. For 
moral and social reasons, he will not 
pay it. He would rather not prac­ 
tice.”

Covina woman's skeletal remains 
discovered in Riverside area 


The skeletal remains of a woman 
found Friday in a remote, hilly area 
of Riverside were identified Wed­ 
nesday as those of Miss Mona Jean 
Gallegos. 22-year-old Covina woman 
who vanished after her car ran out of 
gas on the San Bernardino Freeway 
June 19. 
Miss Gallegos had been the object 
of a widespread search by Los 
Angeles County sheriff's deputies 
after her disappearance early that 
morning. Photographs of the young 
woman were sent to nearly every 
newspaper and television station in 


Southern California 
Riverside County Deputy Coroner 
Carl Smith identified the victim by 
her dental records and from jewelry 
found on the remains He said there 
was no way of determining the cause 
of her death, but further tests were 
planned None of the bones showed 
any damage, he added 
The skeleton was found by two 
boys hiking in the hills 
Miss Gallegos' auto apparently 
used the last of its fuel just a few 
hundred yards from a service station 
at the end of the Santa Anita Avenue 


off-ramp She had been driving home 
from a visit with a friend in Alham­ 
bra 
Investigators believe she ac­ 
cepted help from a passing motor­ 
ist. 


A similar theory is used to explain 
the disappearance of 18-year-old 
Robin Graham whose car ran out of 
gas on the* Hollywood Freeway in 
1970 There has been no trace of Miss 
Graham since a California Highway 
Patrolman slopped, spoke to her and 
left her alone after her car ran out of 
gas that night.

sales forced unprecedented 
plant closings and massive 
worker layoffs. 
H o w e v e r , s a l e s of 
foreign cars, which had 
taken a record share of the 
U.S. market earlier this 
year, were the poorest 
since last December and 
the second lowest in 6*^ 
years. Sales fell 4 per cent 
from already poor levels of 
November 1974 
The imports weak show­ 
ing, combined with strong 
domestic sales, gave 
foreign mak er s their 
smallest share of the U.S. 
market in tour years. 
Importers blamed their 
sales decline on shortages 
of some models and in­ 
creased competition in the 
smali-car market from 
Detroit, which has gone all 
out this year to match for­ 
eign cars in fuel economy. 


Auto analysts said the 
sharp November gains by 
th e U.S. c o m p a n i e s 
reflected an accelerated 
recovery which got under­ 
way in early fall They said 
sales had been improving 
earlier this year, but not as 
rapidly. 


The industry's worst 
slump in lour decades — 
triggered by the energy 
crisis in the tall of 1973 and 
dampened further by the 
recession — hit bottom a 
year ago when sales fell to 
their lowest levels lor a 
November in 15 years. 
Each of the tour auto 
companies posted big sales 
increases this November 
American Motors was up 
70 per cent. General 
Motors 35 per cent, Ford 34 
per cent and Chrysler 28 
per cent.

CLEVELAND (AP) - 
Yvonne M. Alford says her 
physician father has been 
receiving checks each year 
since 1953 from the Ohio 
Bureau of Workmen’s 
Compensation for medical 
care for injured workers. 
He died in 1963. 
"Something is fouled up 
someplace and someone 
didn't get the word," Mrs. 
Alford said in a telephone 
interview from her home 
in Amherst, 30 mites from 
Cleveland. She said she has 
sent the checks back each 
year with the notation that 
her father, Dr. Arthur F. 
McQueen, is deceased, but 
she has received no reply. 
Reached by telephone in 
the state capital in 
Columbus, David B. 
Godfrey, deputy admin­ 
istrator of the bureau, said

his staff spent a few hours 
investigating the case but 
"couldn’t find any correla­ 
tion to that particular 
name in our files.'’ 
A special legislative 
committee is investigating 
Ohio’s Workmen’s Com­ 
pensation system. 
“ We 
would 
have 
something if the checks 
were sent out,” said 
Godfrey. “ As far as I 
know, he didn’t receive any 
checks from our bureau. 
My people tell me 
something similar hap­ 
pened a week ago and it 
turned out that those 
checks were from Social 
Security. Her father might 
have got them from Social 
Security.*’ 
“ No, it hasn't from 
Social Security,” said Mrs. 
Alford. “ The envelopes 


were Workmen’s Compen­ 
sation envelopes. I don’t 
remember what was on the 
checks. I can’t prove I got 
them. 1 have no photo­ 
stats.” 
Godfrey said his staff is 
continuing to look Into the 
matter. He said the system 
is computerised. 
Mrs. Alford said her 
father was a physician in 
Amherst for about 40 
years. He died July 18, 
1963, at the age of 68. Since 
then, she said, he has 
received a check once or 
twice a year for about $15 
or $30. 
Mrs. Alford said the 
checks were made out to 
her father at his old office 
address in Amherst, but 
were forwarded to her by 
the post office. She ex­ 
plained that Amherst is a 


small town, once with only 
3 000 population but now up 
to about 10,000. and postal 
workers knew she was Dr. 
McQueen’s daughter. 
The last check she 
received was about six 
months ago, she said, and 
she returned it to the 
regional 
bureau 
in 
Cleveland. 
"1 thought maybe they 
could get through where I 
couldn't,’’ she said. “ 1 
thought I’d try another 
avenue. I’ve received no 
word since then.” 
She said it is possible 
that some of the checks 
during the first few years 
after her father’s death 
were back pay — “ But they 
would have to be sent back 
anyway to be rewritten 
through the estate They 
couldn't be cashed.”

fVA architect says 
Lack of leadership 
in U.S. lamentable 


ENEM Y EXPERT — David Lilienthal, former 
head of the Tennessee Valley Authority, says 
solving the energy problem must start at the 
grass roots level, with people, not politicians. 


NEW YORK (AP) - As David Lilienthal assesses the 
condition of America there is a tremendous waste of 
human resources, an inaction, a negativism, a timidity of 
leadership, public and private, that is lamentable. 
That, he said, is not the way to build the country, a 
country he suggests is still in a relatively early state of 
development. 
“If we make up our mind, get the lead out, we’ll find 
this is the greatest underdeveloped country in the world, 
and that it doesn't have to be timid and fearful of 
growth,’ he said. We are holding ourselves back, he ad­ 
ded. 
•We talk about the energy problem and conserving 
energy while we waste the basic energy, human energy, 
through unemployment and through lack of a massive 
program of across-the-board improvement of human 
skills,” he said. 
Lilienthal. 76. former chairman and chief architect of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority and later first chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Commission, views many attitudes 
today to be a contraction of America’s “can do 
spirit. 
“ When you have to do things in this country some of the 
‘impossible’ things happen.” he said in an interview at his 
midtown office, after more than two years of what he 
described as growing impatience with inaction 
When the nation had to turn out aircraft in World War 
Two it did so — somehow; when TV A had to build 12 dams 
simultaneously the dams got built; and energy and other 
developmental challenges can be met equally well, he 
said, if we just get moving. 
The “defensive, overly critical” spirit that prevails, he 
said, is unbecoming. “ Most people aren't happy with the 
pride of their country being questioned; there is a latent, 
underlying optimism, and it must be released 


He continued. “This country isn’t done The ‘limits of 
growth doctrine’ is phoney,” he declared flatly, maintain­ 
ing it emerged from a continent where “France has its 
tongue hanging out and the European Russians are still 
dependent on the United States for food. 
“This country is dead if it adopts the European style, 
the negative attitude toward growth,” he said. “We 
should appreciate the basic dynamics of this country and 
forget our roots in Europe 
To Lilienthal, an “energy shortage” results fpom an un­ 
deruse of human energy. Human energy, “drive, brainpo­ 
wer, creativity, imagination,” puts other energy to work 
for human use. 


Utilize this energy, he said, and you solve the problems 
erf producing power for factories and homes, as well as 
the other essentials of life, including the development of a 
rich culture and sound government, 
TVA didn’t change people from being powerless, dis­ 
pirited people by saving energy, he said. “ It came from 
the use of energy,” human energy in conjunction with the 
raw energy latent in thè area. 
His own company. Development and Resources Corp., 
has for the past 20 years worked on the large scale, in­ 
tegrated development of resources throughout the world. 
His experience: Human energy is the catalyst. 
To develop the underutilized natural resources of this 
country, he said, will take spirit and leadership — human 
energy. And where will it come from’’ 
In his view it is there, stored as if in batteries, diffused 
throughout the nation, in local communities and private 
organizations There, he said, is where leadership resides 
— not condensed in what are thought to be great centers 
of powers

Appalachian Commission 
bill may face Ford veto 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Congressional conferees 
have agreed on a com­ 
promise bill extending the 
13-state 
Appalachian 
Regional Commission for 
four more years, but it 
may face a presidential 
veto. 
An impasse which had 
bottled up the bill for 
months was broken Tues- 
day when House conferees 
' yielded to a Senate pro- 
posal to expand seven 
‘smaller but sim ilar 
regional commissions. 
The Senate conferees, in 
exchange, agreed to go 
, along with the four-year 
extension proposed by the 
: House. The Senate's 
original bill only called for 
a two-year extension 
The commission, created 
in 1965 as a major an­ 
tipoverty program of the 
administration of Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson, 
needs the legislation to 
stay tn existence. 
Its legislative authority 
expired last June 30, and it 
has been kept alive only 
through a congressional 
resolution which also ex­ 
pires on Dec. 31. 
The decision to expand 
the seven other regional 
commissions, plus the 
decision of conferees to 
pave the way toward crea 
tion of four new such com­ 
missions, could spell a 
presidential veto, ac 
cording to some commis 
sion officials. 
"As I see it, there’s only 
a 50-50 chance at this time 
that President Ford will 
not veto it,’’ said one ARC 
official who asked not to be 
identified. 
While Ford has publicly 
called for Congress to act 
promptly to extend the life 
of the Appalachian unit, he 
reportedly 
opposes 
authorizing additional 
funds for the other com­ 
missions. 
They are the New 
England 
Coastal Plains 
Ozarks, Upper Great 
Lakes, Four Corners, Old 
West 
and 
P a c ific 
Northwest regional com­ 
missions The action of the 
conferees would give them 
expanded authority and in­ 
crease their total budget to

She lingered 
on for months longer than 
doctors had expected, but 
not long enough to see 
legislation enacted to allow 
those like herself to end 
their lives if they chose. 
“ It was just a blessing 
when she went,” said her 
husband Alan. 
Like First Lady Betty 
Ford, Mrs. Berg had a 
cancerous breast removed. 
But unlike Mrs. Ford, it 
was not enough to stop the 
spread of the disease. 
Her days and nights 
became 24-hour cycles of 
pain and she found herself 
wishing for death. When it 
did not come, she locked 
herself in an E l Cajon 
motel room and swallowed 
22 Seconal capsules in a 
desperate try at suicide. It 
failed when a maid found 
her in the room, barely 
conscious, but still alive. 
After that, Mrs. Berg 
began campaigning for 
what she called “ the right 
to die.” Before long, the 
Berg home was virtually 
flooded with sympathetic 
mail from throughout the 
world. 
There were also sugges­ 
tions on how to successful­ 
ly commit suicide and even 
pills and recipes for po­ 
tions guaranteed by the let 
ter writer to “ work better 
the second time around. 
Still in agony, she wrote 
letters of her own to local, 
state 
and 
fed eral 
legislators, including 
President and Mrs. Ford. 
Alan Berg said most to 
whom she petitioned for 
her “ right to die” were 
sympathetic, but offered 
no support. 


Her one-woman cam­ 
paign collapsed in the last 
two months as her vision 
blurred beyond use. 
Nevertheless, her efforts 
still gained a measure of 
success, said her husband. 
“ She made people more 
aware of death, more 


aware of what people in 
her condition are going 
through,” he said. 
Asked if he would cam­ 
paign for the legislation Ids 
wife sought, he replied: “ I 
don't know. I still have to 
get my own life back on an 
even keel.”

Fire us or work us, renewal unit tells city

Pomona redevelopment commissioners, ired at an 
eight-month snub from City Council, today urged coun- 
eilmen to either fire them or give them something to do. 
Redevelopment Commission Chairman Charles 
Stillinger read the letter to commissioners Ollamae Can­ 
field. Walter Arnold and Robert Ragsdale at the group’s 
Wednesday night meeting — the first such meeting in 
eight months. 
Commissioners unanimously endorsed Stillinger’s let­ 
ter and ordered copies of it delivered to city councilmen 
today. 
Morale on the commission is extremely low. Stillinger 
said, since the City Council, which also acts as the official 
redevelopment agency, has avoided the commission since 
last March. Commissioners form an advisory body which 


is expected to recommend action to City Council — the 
only body empowered to approve redevelopment 
projects. 
Stillinger said all five commission members are serv­ 
ing expired terms and none has been reappointed. 
Another point of anger expressed by commissioners 
was City Council’s action naming a new developer for 
property across from Civic Center on the northwest cor­ 
ner of Garey Avenue and Mission Boulevard. Stillinger 
said the commission, which is supposed to be an advisory 
body to the council in all redevelopment matters, was not 
even consulted on that vital downtown redevelopment 
project. 
Commissioners also strongly suggested that city coun­ 
cilmen should ask commission help in selecting a 
fulltime, city-paid redevelopment director. 
Search for a director now is underway. Stillinger said 


such a position is so important, that the city should be 
willing to pay from $10,000 to $20.000 more annually for 
such a director than the approximate $30,000 suggested 
“ to attract the highest caliber and best person in the 
field." 
Stillinger also outlined plans which would pump city 
redevelopment funds into Indian Hill Village at Indian 
Hill Boulevard and Holt Avenue. 
Questioned by Mrs. Canfield on why city money should 
be used for a privately owned center, Stillinger explained 
that new owners of the shopping center do not want to 
sink more money into the project. But Sears Roebuck & 
Co.. and Zody's which own the property on which they 
operate stores, are willing to spend funds to improve the 
center if other funds are available, too. 
Stillinger said improvements at the center would at­ 
tract other businesses. 


“There are tenants there now whose leases are up for 
renewal and they may pull out if there is no assurance of 
improvements,” Stillinger said. 
Attracting new business there would measurably, 
broaden Pomona’s tax base, he said. 


Such an outlay would not alter plans for the blighted 
downtown area, but could be accomplished more rapidly 
than the more complex downtown redevelopment project, 
he said. 
Back to the City Council dispute. Stillinger said the 
strongly worded letter was an attempt to do something to 
make city councilmen “sit up and take notice ” 
Neither Mayor Ray Lepire nor City Administrator 
Jerrold Gonce were available for comment on the com­ 
mission letter Both are in Washington. D C., attending a 
conference.

F*omona as a multicultural city of

fear of publicity making it impossi­ 
ble to select qualified jurors for the 
two trials facing Miss Hearst 
* On the other hand. " Bailey added 
“if I find a prospective juror who 
claims to never have heard of Patty 
Hearst, I'll throw him out for 
perjury " 
Bailey explained that he is honor­ 
ing speaking commitments made 
before he became head of the 
defense* team for the heiress He ad 
ded that he, personally, only super­ 
vises trial preparations until the last 
two weeks when he will devote his 
full efforts to preparing the defense 
“ I hope to find jurors who can 
learn rapidly, because they will need 
to assimilate a great deal of informa 
turn in a compacted period of time, 


Bailey said 
Bailey said he has no intention of 
seeking bail for Miss Hearst, adding 
“ I have no place to put her. What 
would I do with her’ 
“She's been kidnaped once and 
there have been many threats 
against her. She s better off with the 
scx’urity offered ui jail ” 
Speaking of Miss Hearst's present 
state of mind. Bailey said she* is no 
more depressed than anyone might 
be under such conditions and accusa­ 
tions 
She has willingly, and to lus mind, 
honestly, answered every question 
he has asked her. the attorney said 
He added that Patty x parents, 
along with lawyers and doctors, are 
frequent visitors When not occupied 
with guests, the heiress crochets and 
busies herself with other relaxing ac­ 
tivities 
Bailey brushed aside questions as 
to whether brainwashing would be a 
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part of the defense 
"But brainwashing is tough to dis­ 
pute ” Bailey said, “ Any human be­ 
ing can be brainwashed by his cap­ 
tors. as was well proved by the mili­ 
tary 
“The fact that a healthy 19-year- 
old girl with no previous mental 
problems was kidnaped cannot be 
denied." he said. “Whether she has 
induced insanity — which is not the

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g Energy parks 
f have benefits 


The only certainty in the uncertain energy situa- 
, tion is that Americans will be using more energy 
’♦ tomorrow than they do today. And given the shift 
5 away from natural gas and oil, more and more of 
that energy will be in the form of electricity 
produced from coal and-or uranium 
The Edison Electric Institute, a national trade as­ 
sociation of electric utilities, predicts that while 
total energy consumption will grow by 3 per cent 
over the next 25 years, consumption of electricity 
will go up at nearly double that rate — anywhere 
from 5.3 to 5.8 per cent a year. This is a 
“moderate” estimate. 
Often overlooked is the fact that not only will we 
be using more power, we will be using more land on 
which to build plants to generate that power. 
Because of this, an idea increasingly being discus­ 
sed by planners in and out of government is the 
“energy park.” 
This is the concentration of several power plants 
in a small and relatively remote geographical area, 
in contrast to the traditional practice of scattering 
them all over a state or region, usually in or near 
crowded cities where land and water are now 
scarce and costly to develop Power from energy 
park plants would be transmitted great distances 
over very high-voltage lines. 
In Pennsylvania, where the idea seems to be 
farther along than elsewhere, four large utility 
companies are promoting public discussion of a 
scheme for an energy park that would feature a 
combination of coal-fired and nuclear plants. 
According to project manager John Seager, the 
park approach offers such advantages as standar­ 
dized engineering and construction and employ­ 
ment of a stable labor force, as well as efficient 
* land use These factors “can potentially reduce the 
installed cost of new plants by 10 or 15 per cent,” he 
' Says. 
There are objections to the energy park concept. 
Many people are opposed to nuclear plants — 
period Even with conventional plants, say some 
critics, vast quantities of waste heat and water 
would be produced that could result in adverse en­ 
vironmental effects. Others oppose the spreading of 
pollution, or the threat of pollution, to rural areas 
now free of it. 
On the other hand, some of the by-products of 
energy production have exciting possibilities. 
Waste heat or water, for example, could be tapped 
by huge greenhouses. This is already being done in 
the Soviet Union where greenhouses in Leningrad 
utilize heat from power plants for the raising of 
vegetables. 
Whatever the energy park s benefits or draw­ 
backs, the Pennsylvania promoters 
realize that 
public support of the idea is as essential as finan­ 
cial backing Thus they have been crisscrossing the 
state, speaking and listening to citizen groups at 
nearly a dozen potential sites 
"It is no longer advantageous for governments or 
corporations or other institutions to do their plann­ 
ing in a back room," Seager points out. “People 
want a hand in shaping their own destiny.”

Next June the people of California 
will vote upon a ballot initiative 
which could very well increase 
California unemployment and in­ 
dustrial potential by unacceptable 
magnitudes.

qualify the Nuclear Power Initiative 
for a place on the June ballot.

Iran. 
France. 
Russia, England, 
Canada. India or any other govern­ 
ment who has opted for the benefits 
and longevity of nuclear power.

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WASHINGTON - When Walter 
Winchell died in 1972. he left behind a 
co llectio n of last gripes and 
retniniacenaes These have just been 
published by Prentice-Hall. 
“ Wtnchell Exclusive,’* as the book 
is called, recalled for me one of the 
unforgettable characters of my early 
muckraking years. 
Winchell was a New York City 
urchin, on his own at 13. By 19, he 
was a song-and-danee man on the 
Orpheuin circuit. He entered “ new 
spapering” as an indefatigable ad 
salesman and c o lle c to r of show biz 
items for an obscure Tin Pan Alley 
rag. 
Out of it all - the chekety-clack of 
iron wheels on endless rails, the one 
night stands on a thousand Main 
Streets, the tense, terse pace of 
Manhattan and its gladiators — 
Winchell got into his bunes an in­ 
stinct for the rhythm, the sense* of 
expectancy, the lit illations and gut 
interests that moved America during 
the second third of this century. 
lie carved out for himself a beat at 
which the threads of mass interest 
intersected: Broadway, Hollywood. 
Gangland. G-men, spies, night club 
“ souse-iety ’’ and the emotional fever 
zones of national politics — FDR, 
anti-Hitlerism, anti-communism 
With a dot, dot, dot to separate 
subjects, he would dash from inter­ 
national cataclysms to trivial gos­ 
sip: he knew that there were millions 
out there who really wanted to know 
that Mr and Mrs. so-and-so were 
“ infanticipating ” 
To this beat he brought a new 
style, a staccato delivery, yet a voice 
so artistically honed as to be able in­ 
stantly to shift into a mellow, one-on 
on»* intimacy. 
To fit his frantic pace, he coined 
jg*w words: 
debut ram p,” “ play 


bore,” 
“ sw elegant,” 
“ Chicago- 
rtlla ’’ And he created and image he 
never tired of playing — the brash, 
shirt-sleeved, 
cigarette-drooping, 
hat-pushed back, Front Page news- 
shark, pounding a telegraph key, rac­ 
ing the clock. 
W hen things got dull at the Stork 
Club around 4 a.m ., he would prowl 
the streets in his car, tracking the 
calls on his special police radio. The 
echo of the siren was in his phrases 
Above all, he gave daily answers to 
the big question — “ What’s going to 
happen tomtMrrow?’’—which moved 
his generation much as ours turns on 
“ What went wrong yesterday9“ 
Winchell and his era are put tit 
locus by a fascinating introduction to 
the book written by the noted 
newsman and personality, Ernest 
Cuneo. 
W inched's strec*t-educated 
mind. Cuneo sun's, was narrow but 
almost preternaturally incisive. 
On a chance encounter with the 
British am bassador in the days 
before Munich, WW asked “ What is 
Great Britain going to do about 
Hitler?" 
“ We shall try to fatten the tiger 
without strengthening him.” 
Winchell snorted “ I’ve seen some 
big tigers and some little tigers, but 
I’ve never seen a fat one “ his next 
column capsuled the coming world 
t r a g e d y in t wo Wine he Ilian 
sentences: 
“ Britain will m arry 
Hitler in the fall The marriage will 
blow up in a world war “ 
In his heyday. Winchell is said to 
have reached 9 out of 10 Americans 
by radio and to have had SO million 
readers for his daily columns His 
ego exceeded even his circulation 
I was once imprisoned in a taxicab 
for 45 minutes with the great man; 
by the time we got out, I was almost 
asphyxiated from the nonstop litany 


of his triumphs over perfidious foes 
his betrayals at the hands of In­ 
grates. his prodigious benefactions 
to mankind 
For all the sharpness of his in­ 
stincts, Winchell was content to stay 
on the surface of events “ He was not 
interested in the story, only the 
headline “ Cuneo says 
My mentor, Drew Pearson, was 
Walter Winchell’» great rival for top 
dogdoin in the radio-newspaper 
whirl. Pearson, though a fierce com­ 
petitor for the headline, was com­ 
mitted to the issue behind it. For 
him the headline was just a skir­ 
mish in the unending battle of what 
he saw as the good cause against the 
bad 
For years, the two maintained 
friendly relations, watched each 
other Uke respectful hawks and often 
collaborated, or as Winched said, 
“ patty-caked" with one another 
When, in the late 1940s and early 
50s. Pearson look on the whole 
s n a k e 
p i t 
of 
R e d - h u n t i n g 
demagogues, the time came when 
McCarthy and his allies ganged up in 
retribution, pushed Pearson off the 
radio and threaten«! to destroy him 
Drew called Winchell and asked 
him to join the battle while there was 
still time. But the headlines were 
coming from the other side then 
Winchell refused and ran with the 
McCarthyite* until their string ran 
out. 
Cuneo. who was close to both, com­ 
pares them in an apt metaphor 
Winchell was a racehorse: Pearson 
was a war horse But taking Winched 
as he was. what a race horse! 
“ Winched Exclusive” recaptures 
the flavor of a time gone by, a time 
or preposterous spectacles, sizzling 
feuds, ignoble follies and noble

The strikes 
that hurt 


Kansas City firemen setting fires! Almost in­ 
conceivable. 
And striking firemen threatened violence against 
anybody who dared help put out fires during their 
strikes! 
The selfishness — the callous disregard of the 
rights of others which is characteristic of all strikes 
— is brought most sharply into focus when the 
strikers are firemen or lawmen. 
Has it occurred to you that all strikes are for the 
purpose of doing damage? 
In any other situation an attempt to gain an ad­ 
vantage by doing harm to others is called “a 
crime.” Yet the striker “harms others" legally. 
This logic might have escaped me had Kansas 
City’s striking firemen not been accused of arson 
Like you. I have been indoctrinated over the 
years with acceptance of “the strike” as a defense 
of an underdog against an upperdog. Therefore, it is 
legal, permissible and moral. 
But when a mailman goes on strike and damages 
our vital lines of communication with one another, 
who is the upperdog? 
The striking garbage man or mailman is damag­ 
ing the people whose taxes finance the job which he 
chose for himself. 
Surely the authors of the Wagner Labor Act and 
other legislation supporting the workers’ “right to 
strike” never imagined that their law would be 
used by doctors. 
They intended to prevent the exploitation of 
“labor” by the giants of industry. 
In the generations since, most of the “giants” 
have been replaced by publicly held corporations 
of stockholders where any worker can “share the 
wealth” merely by purchasing stock in the com­ 
pany for which he works. 
But that requires that he also share any company 
losses. 
So most workers instead demand contracts which 
provide more money even if financially the com­ 
pany is going backward. 
And the people who get hurt when the company 
goes bust include all “laborers.” even those front- 
office workers who frequently work longer hours 
than those on the production line. 
Yet if the strike, as a negotiation weapon, is 
legal, surely there must be some distinction when 
the strikers jeopardize the public safety. 
When you accept a job as policeman, fireman, 
soldier or lighthouse keeper, it seems to me you 
forfeit certain freedoms. The very nature of those* 
jobs requires that you do not desert your post — no 
matter what. 
Any fireman whose primary interest is money is 
in the wrong job to start with.

DEAR DR 
MILLER: We’ve noticed some grev 
squirrels in the park near us are getting bolder lately. I 
guess they’re hungrier. Our dog is leashed, so can t chase 
them but would like to Because we’re in the area 
frequently, though. 1 was a little concerned about our dog. 
or maybe even us, picking up some kind of infections from 
them? Haven’t I heard grey squirrels are bad for earring 
infections to people and to pets? —A.E. 
DEAR A.E.: Wild mamals. modest-sized mostly, can 
and do carry bacterial, rickettisial and viral diseases 
which may be of importance to pets and people. I* or- 
tunately, however, that bouncing urban upstart the grey 
squirrel, is. generally speaking, remarkably free of these 
potentially dangerous diseases. Except under rare cir­ 
cumstances. grey squirrels couldn t be considered a 
hazard to human (or pet) health. 
DEAR DR MILLER: My cat’s suddenly developed this 
thing for buttered stone-ground bread The butter 1 can 
see maybe, but bread? It seems so dumb. Cats can t even 
digest cereal, can they? —T.T. 
DEAR T.T.: Cereal? Certainly cats can digest it. In 
fact, it would frequently be an advantage for felines to 
consume a greater protion of it in their diet. The problem 
is. few felines can be persuaded to consume cereal in any 
form. 
DEAR DR MILLER: We were shocked when the doc­ 
tor. on a routine examination, found our dog had a sever** 
ear infection She’s a sweet, brave, dear old girl, too 
stoical it seems, since she never gave us any indication 
her ear was bothering her.

Aside from pain, the acutely inflamed ear will be 
much redder on the inside from its normal counterpart. 
The long-standing ear problem can usually be detected by 
odor or discharge or, in the canal particularly, ’ dirty 
appearance. 


DEAR DR MILLER: Because you re a doctor, I know 
you can straighten my wife out on this Whenever she 
takes one of our animals in to the veterinarian which is 
often, she writes a big letter about what’s wrong with it 
Then she has another page with questions to ask the doc­ 
tor about the animal.

The extreme opposite of the rambling letter writer is 
the client who thinks the doctor and his staff should be 
smart enough to ask all the right questions or. perhaps 
even none at all and still come up eventually with the 
proper diagnosis.

Dr. Lgmb. 
Crohn's Disease 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR 
LAMB - After a 
thorough physical in the doctor’s of­ 
fice and being hospitalized for five 
days for X rays and tests I was told I 
had Crohn’s Disease and anemia. I 
was told to eat raw foods and bran 
etc the same as your booklet on con­ 
stipation. I get cramp attacks off and 
on. 
1 take Bentyl three times day, Kon- 
syl twice a day — tried Trinsicon for 
a while but suffered severely with 
the worst constipation I ever had 
I’m now on ferrous gluconate two to 
three times a day and feel much bet- 
tef. I also took high blood pressure 
medicine for years, but since my 
hospitalization the doctor said I have 
normal pressure and stopped the 
medication Why did it come down? 
Is there a special diet for Crohn's 
Disease? 
DEAR READER - C rohn’s 
D isease, also called regional 
enteritis, is an area of inflammation 
of the end of the small intestine, 
where it joins the colon This is in the 
lower right side and that is why it is 
often confused with appendicitis 
The inflammation causes a thick 
granular swelling which can lead to 
obstruction. The disease itself is 


fairly complicated. It tends to come 
and go in attacks, hence it is often 
hard to diagnose. An anem ia 
frequently accompanies the disease, 
often because of problems in absorb- 
ing im p o rtan t v itam in s and 
nutrients 


Constipation is caused by many 
factors and your’s may not be 
related to your Crohn’s disease. The 
use of bulk foods for constipation is 
usually the best approach However, 
because of the Crohn's disease you 
may not tolerate some of these 
foods 
Diarrhea is a more usual 
feature of Crohn's disease 
Usually the diet in regional 
e n t e r i ti s a v o id s b u lk , and 
em phasizes high protein, high 
calorie foods because of the absorp­ 
tion difficulties 
Vitamin supple­ 
ments are often helpful as is iron. I 
am not surprised that you feel better 
after taking ferrous gluconate 
(iron). 
Your doctor may well need to try 
several different approaches to your 
diet before he can find out which 
works best for you with the combina­ 
tion of constipation and Crohn s 
Disease 1 would suggest, though, 
that you avoid milk and all milk 
products. Why? Because patients 


with Crohn’s disease usually do not 
tolerate the lactose double sugar in 
milk 
Consuming milk may precipitate 
an acute attack of regional ilietis. 
There is usually too much lactose in 
buttermilk and cottage cheese for 
them to be a suitable substitute 
either. Because you need calcium, 
and milk is the main source of it you 
may need to take some calcium sup­ 
plements. 
About your blood pressure, there is 
a tendency for pressure to vary 
Some people have a rise in pressure 
in the office, but when the pressure 
is ta k e n eno u g h tim e s th e 
mechanism calms down, and the 
blood pressure falls. Bed rest also 
will lower blood pressure, usually 
because the person loses about five 
pounds of fluid You should have your 
pressure checked again in the office 
now that you have returned to your 
usual Ufe pattern.

As an arthritis sufferer, 
time is one of your great­ 
est assets. Because arthri­ 
tis is a long-term disease, 
this time element can be 
used to your advantage 
Simplicity of effort and 
protection of joints — at 
limited expense — are* 
probably your most im­ 
mediate needs. You can 
use your spare tim e to help 
satisfy these necessities. 
According to the Arthri­ 
tis Foundation, the follow­ 
ing hints can show you how 
to use that time wisely, 
through simplification of 
daily activities. However, 
it is important to note the 


aids do not preclude the 
need for a physician's 
care. 
For a woman with arth­ 
ritis. there are two tasks 
which are extremely diffi­ 
cult to undertake. Gallant 
attemps at curling your 
hair and putting on hose 
may be commendable, but 
there are ways to lessen 
that martyred feeling. 
For instance, there is a 
specific type of curler that 
does not require the use of 
clips or pins. The curlers 
can even be managed with 
one hand. Just wrap them 
around the hair and they 
will attach them selves. 
The name to ask for is Vel­ 
cro. but first call the de- 


partment or variety store 
to find out if they carry the 
hair rollers. 
Stockings c re a te the 
problem of having to bend 
down to pull them on. A 
foam pad provides a fric­ 
tion surface which aids in 
getting the stocking all the 
way onto the foot. Simply 
rub your foot along the pad 
to force the stocking gent­ 
ly up. A stocking garter 
can also be used to speed 
up the process. Sew the 
corset garters on the ends 
of two long elastic tapes, 
hooking the garters to the 
tops of the stockings. Then, 
pull the stockings up with 
the tapes. 
In manv activities, lim- 


ited reach is the biggest 
problem. A wood dowel is a 
versatile tool that will en­ 
able you to reach the back 
of your head while comb- 
' ing or brushing your hair. 
A hole, about three- 
fourths of an inch thick, 
should be drilled down in 
the dowel. Epoxy or riib- 
ber cement should then be 
placed in the handle. Fit 
the comb inside the hole, 
ami wait for it to dry 
When the glue has dried, 
the comb can be bent into a 
rounded position by heat­ 
ing it slightly. Just hold the 
com b about six inches 
above a low flame on a 
stove burner. The process 
nnlv takes a few seconds

*' Claremont’s dial-a-ride taxicab service has become so 
-jHieeessful that the City Council has asked the city staff to 
I^eep a close watch over it because it may cost too much. 
Since July, the dial-a-ride program has been subsidized 
I with city general-fund money since the city learned that 
!yevenue sharing funds cannot be used as matching funds 
,‘for federal transportation grants the city is seeking. 
Deputy City Manager Paul Brotzman explained that the 
¡eoncern has arisen because the City Council had set a 
Mimit of $1,000 a month in subsidizing the program. But if 
•the brisk taxicab business continues, the city’s subsidy 
;will exceed the $1,000 a month limit. 
A Claremont resident gives a 35-cent ticket to a cab 
;drivcr to drive him anywhere in Claremont, although he 
-may have to share the ride with others. 
The cab driver keeps a log of passenger miles driven 
■The cab firm. Paul s Yellow Cab, bills the city each 
• month at 8« cents a mile, whether one passenger or more. 
*. Brotzman suggested that the city not do anything about 
Raising fares or cutting back the number of hours the 
program operates until the Southern California Rapid 
‘Transit District 
(SCRTDi improves its bus routes 
♦ throughout the city. 
*, The dial-a-ride program was launched m October 1974 
-With revenue sharing funds subsidizing the project. 
; Service was offered from 9 a m until 5 p.m., but resi- 
, dents were slow to take advantage of the program. 
1 * Three months later, the service by Paul’s Yellow Cab 
¡•was extended from 8 to 5.30 p.m., and business began to 
climb 
In March, 1.092 passengers rode dial-a-ride, 1.200 in 
¡-April. and 1.250 in May. 


The count dropped to 1,100 in June, but was back up to 
1.200 in July, and down to an even 1,000 in August 
Came September and the end of the summer lull in the 
college-oriented community, and 1.300 passengers called 
for dial-a-ride. 
That was surpassed in October when 1,861 passengers 
used the 35 cents anywhere in Claremont taxi ride. 
Brotzman said that while the level of subsidy paid by 
the city has usually remained below $1,000 a month, the 
increase in passengers boosted the subsidy level to $1,385 
in October. 
Brotzman explained that the city has not yet exceeded 
budget projections based on $1,000 a month. 
The deputy city manager stressed the “ incredible con­ 
fusion” as to which agency the city should push its ap­ 
plication through to receive federal transit funds 
Claremont, he explained, is a member of the SCRTD 
and the West Valley Transit Service Authority. 
“The RTD does not have an approved transit plan which 
includes dial-a-ride,” Brotzman said, “But WVTSA does. 
We could also apply as an independent agency.” 
“ I don't expect any federal funding before April or 
May.” he said. 
Who uses dial-a-ride? Taxicab drivers say students go­ 
ing to school, persons going to and from work, and senior 
citizens visiting the Village shopping district. 
Passengers buy ticket books of five rides each for 35 
cents a ride at the Chamber of Commerce office, or at the 
retirement homes. 
Brotzman said that Paul’s Yellow Cab is using one tax­ 
icab fulltime, and a second cab more than half the time in 
the dial-a-ride program.

The frantic dive, which 
occurred while American 
flight attendants were 
serving dinner, injured 24 
persons, three of them 
seriously, according to the 


preliminary report issued 
by the safety board. 
None of the passengers 
on the TWA plane was in­ 
jured and the TWA pilot 
took no evasive action, the 
report said. 
The safety board report 
did not indicate why the 
two planes were flying on a 
near-collision course. 
The American DC10, 
carrying 194 passengers 
and crew, was on a nonstop 


flight from Chicago to 
Newark, N.J., and was 
clim bing from nearly 
35,000 feet toward 37,000 
feet when ground control 
ordered its urgent descent, 
the board said. 
The

Airlines jet, carrying 114 
persons, was on a flight 
from Philadelphia to Los 
Angeles and was cruising 
at 35,000 feet. 
Visibility was limited at 


the time of the incident, 
the board said. 
The safety b o a rd ’s 
report said an air traffic 
controller at Cleveland 
asked the American pilot 
his altitude shortly after

American Capt. Guy Eby 
responded that he was pas­

the TWA flight to alert it of 
conflicting traffic. 
After the emergency 
descent, the Am erican 
pilot asked ground con­ 
trollers, “ What altitude 
was that other aircraft 
at?”

The board 
said flight data recorders 
in the two planes showed 
the American jetliner hit 
an altitude of 34.953 feet 


before the dive and the 
TWA plane was at an alti­ 
tude of 35,000 feet. 
The American flight was 
diverted to Detroit to ob­ 
tain medical treatment 
for those injured in the 
dive. The TWA flight con­ 
tinued on to Los Angeles. 
The safety board said its 
investigation of the near 
disaster is continuing. The 
board will issue a full 
report at a later date.

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Patricia Hearst undergoing 
psychiatric treatment in jail 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
— Patricia Hearst is un­ 
dergoing psychiatric treat­ 
ment to help her overcome 
emotional trauma, ac­ 
cording to her lawyer, who 
says she has lost weight 
and looks “ pale and 
gaunt." 
D r. 
E liz a b e th 
M. 
Richards, a child psy­ 
chiatrist, began treating 
Miss Hearst Tuesday after­ 
noon at the San Mateo 
County jail in Redwood 
City, defense attorney 
Albert Johnson said. 
“ The aim of the treat­ 
ment is to aid her and help 
her in overcoming the 
emotional trauma we have 
all found she has been 
faced with in helping her 
prepare her defense to 
these charges and under­ 
standing the nature of 
them,” Johnson said in an 
interview 
Defense lawyers got ap­ 
proval in October from 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Oliver J. Carter to have a 
private psychiatrist see 
Miss Hearst. 
Johnson 
said 
Dr. 
Richards would treat the 
defendant “ on many oc­ 
casions." He said it was 
not likely the psychiatrist 
would be called as a 
witness in Miss Hearst s 
trial on bank robbery 
charges. 
Dr. R ichards is a 
graduate of Stanford 
Medical School, began 
private practice in San 
, Jose in 1971 and is married 
to a doctor. She was not 
available for comment. 


Miss Hearst, 21, has been 
held without bail since tor 
arrest Sept. 18. Her trial is 
set for Jan. 26 on charges 
of participating in an April 
1974 Hibernia Bank holdup 
with members of the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, 
which had kidnaped her 
two months earlier. 
She also faces robbery, 
assault and kidnap charges 
in Los Angeles. 
“ She's been losing 
weight rapidly," Johnson 
said of Miss Hearst. “ She's 
not feeling well. Her 
weight loss is a cause of 
consternation. She looks 
pale and gaunt 
“ She also has emotional 
problems in converting her 
thoughts to a future course 
of action.’’ said Johnson, 
cocounsel with F. Lee 
Bailey. 
Johnson said Miss 
Hearst, who in a taped 
communique 
once 
renounced her family and 
declared 
h erself 
a 
revolutionary, wants to 
return home to her 
parents, Randolph and 
Catherine Hearst, Her 
father is president of the 
San Francisco Examiner. 
“ She's indicated that all 
along." the attorney said. 
“ She's very fond of her 
mother and father, holds 
them in the highest respect 
and esteem." 
He denied reports that 
she had quarreled with 
them since she has been in 
jail, saying “ she treats 
them cordially and with 
respect in all ways." 
Meanwhile, there were 


court-related developments 
Tuesday concerning two of 
Miss Hearst’s companions. 
A Superior Court judge 
in Oakland dropped one of 
four felony charges against 
Wendy Yoshimura, with 
whom Miss Hearst was 
arrested Sept. 18. He also 
took under advisement a 
request to lower her bond 
from $100,000 to between 
$10,000 and $15,000. 
The judge dismissed a 
charge of possessing bomb 
components as too vague. 
Miss Yoshimura still faces 
charges of possessing ex­ 
plosives, a machine gun 
and a destructive device 
intended to harm. The 
charges stem from dis­ 
covery of a weapons cache 
in Berkeley in 1972. 
Federal prosecutors in 
Sacramento said Steven 
Soliah, a house painter 
once accused of harboring 
Miss Hearst, was not the 
triggerman in a bank rob­ 
bery in which a woman 


customer was shot to 
death. 
Asst. U.S. Atty. Donald 
Heller said Soliah did not 
fire the shotgun blast that 
killed 42-year-old Myrna 
Opsahl. But he said Soliah 
was equally responsible for 
her death under federal 
law. Soliah has pleaded in­ 
nocent to bank robbery 
charges involving a death. 
F B I agents say Miss 
Hearst rented a garage in 
which a getaway car used 
in the robbery was stored 
But she has not been 
charged. 
Charges of harboring 
Miss Hearst were dropped 
when Soliah was charged 
in the bank robbery.

Local indignation at this apparent violation of civil 
liberties is gaining momentum and has received further 
strength from the recent ruling from the Superior Court 
of the State of Washington which declared similar restric­ 
tions as unconstitutional In rendering its decision the 
Court stated among other things: 
“What about church teams? In some religions a student 
has a religious duty to support the church team and a duty 
to play on its team. Playing on a church team could 
therefore be an expression of religion . . . I can’t believe 
that the W1AA (Washington Interneholastic Activities As­ 
sn. > believes that church groups exploit their young peo­ 
ple. It is possible there may be some exceptions, but cer­ 
tainly not in this locality, yet participation on a YMCA or 
church team disqualifies under this rule. 
Citing the case of Kelly V. Metropolitan County Board 
of Education the court stated that “That case supports 
the contention that the minor plaintiff has a standing in 
this court to challenge the validity of this rule on a con­ 
stitutional basis. That case also supports the reasoning of 
this court that we are dealing with more than a privilege. 
This court also considers the right of a student to play 
on Saturdays and Sundays, or at other times when off the 
school grounds and in non-school related activities as an 
exercise of liberty and freedom of association protected 
from state action under the 1st and 14th Amendments to 
the United States Constitution.”

strife. The home may have 
been shattered by divorce, 
or the parents may have 
remained in a suffocating 
m arriage with constant 
animosity between the 
two 
When this happens, 
one parent may use the 
child of such a m arriage to 
live out his or own frus­ 
trated dreams. The child 
may be pressured to ach­ 
ieve and “get to the top at 
great cost to the emotion* 
al developm ent of the 
youngster. 
Ask yourself If you are 
usiiqf work as an escape. If 
you are. set up a monthly 
or weekly calendar and 
budget your time so that 
you set aside some hours 
each day for personal 
exploration and develop­ 
ment. When you’re par­ 
ticularly frustrated or anx­ 
ious and you find yourself 
rushing into a new work 
project, stop. 
Take time to first ex­ 
amine the real cause of 
your frustration and if it's 
unrelated to work, set It 
aside andface it for what it 
is. Don’t allow yourself to 
get trapped into burying all 
your feelings and denying 
your emotions 
Your friend actually did 
you a great service for he 
made you look at yourself 
and your work patterns. 
This is a good time to do it, 
for by looking now. you can 
develop a life style that in­ 
cludes work, love and re­ 
laxation.

President's 
order lifts 
many tariffs 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Ford has signed

eliminating tariffs on a

Tariffs were eliminated 
on 2,724 categories of im­ 
ports from 98 developing 
countries and 39 dependent 
territories and were es­ 
timated by U.S. officials to 
cover $2.6 billion a year in 
goods. 
Excluded from the tariff 
concessions were “import 
sensitive” items such as 
automobiles,

Flamenco music. It can be used both for vocal accom­ 
paniment and solos. 
Nylon strings, lightness and a relatively small size 
make it a good choice for beginners and youngsters. 
The standard steel stringer is a natural for country- 
western, biue-grass, blues, folksy ballads and rock. 
Also good for beginners, the steel-stringer is heavier, 
stronger and has a louder, twangier sound than the clas­ 
sic, although it requires slightly more fingering effort. 
It’s at its best during social gatherings and jam sessions. 
For the jazz-oriented person, consider the arched-top 
steel stringer. It lends itself to complex jazz progressions 
and enables the player to form chords faster since lighter 
string action can be used. 
More experienced players may enjoy a 12-strong steel 
guitar. With a larger body, a stronger, wider neck than its 
six-string counterpart, it can produce a greater range of 
sounds, although it’s not as technically versatile. 
Electric guitars, which have become almost syn­ 
onymous with rock, make ideal choices for potential Eric 
Clapton emulators. 
Solid body electrics are used almost exclusively in rock 
bands and can’t function well without an amplifier. The 
hollow-body “F’ hole model fits in well with jazz groups, 
where a turn of a knob changes it from a rhythm instru­ 
ment into an amplified solo instrument. 
Note: some solid and hollow-body electrics are made 
especially for left-handers, with the controls on the 
reverse side. 
After you’ve decided which guitar to buy, why not sup­ 
plement your purchase with a basic illustrated chord book 
or a simple tune book with songs that can be played using 
only two or three chords? Play-along records also make 
good choices for the beginner 
Ask your local music dealer about further suggestions 
on choosing self-instruction aids. 
You may also want to introduce the new guitar player 
to group lessons. Modern group instruction techniques 
make learning to play easier and much more fun than it 
was as recently as five years ago. 
And fun is what guitar playing is all about.
